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The  SAURA  derives  its  title  from  the  name  of  a  tribe  of  Indians  who 
were  the  first  inhabitants  of  Rockingham  County. 

The  recorded  history  of  the  SAURA  goes  back  to  1540  when  De  Soto 
noted  the  existence  of  the  tribe.  The  SAURA  were  a  well-formed,  clean 
people,  inclined  to  be  tall.  They  had  the  curious  custom  of  darkening 
their  skins  with  bears'  oil  and  a  coloring  like  black  cork,  better  enabhng 
them  to  endure  extreme  weather.  They  beUeved  in  two  spirits,  one  good 
and  one  bad,  who  controlled  the  destinies  of  men.  They  were  intolerant 
of  idleness,  and  engaged  in  hunting  and  fishing,  and  farming.  Un- 
fortunately, the  SAURA  were  attacked  by  the  warUke  Senecas  in  1710. 
Most  of  those  who  survived  fled  to  join  their  kinsmen,  the  Keyauwees. 
That  others  among  them  may  have  escaped  to  Roberson  County,  is  a 
possible  explanation  of  the  mysterious  origin  of  the  present  day 
Roberson  County  Indians.
